Director’s Introduction 


HONG Sangsoo made the astounding debut with his first feature film THE DAY A PIG FELL INTO THE WELL in 1996. Since then, through 
the 15 films that he wrote and directed, HONG has consistently enjoyed using a complex and highly ordered architecture under a seemingly 
random surface created by spontaneous circumstances in depicting the characters in his films. Renowned for his unique cinematographic 
language and unprecedented esthetics in filmmaking, HONG Sangsoo is considered as one of the most established auteurs in contemporary 
Korean cinema. 


KWON, a language school instructor, stops by her old workplace and receives a thick envelope addressed to her. A Japanese instructor 
named Mori had proposed to her two years ago. She turned him down. Mori had immediately gone back to Japan, but now was back in 
Korea looking for her. The envelope enclosed letters he had written to her during his search through Seoul. After Kwon finishes the first letter 
in the lobby, she grows faint coming down the staircase and drops the letters. She gathers them off the floor and sees there are no dates on 
the letters. She now has no way of knowing the order in which they were written.

Director’s Introduction 


IM Kwon-taek was born on May 2, 1936. Ever since he made his first film FAREWELL TO THE DUMAN RIVER in 1962, he embraced various 
genres including war, period-pieces and action which took him through the Golden Ages of Korean Cinema during the 60s. He subsequently 
shifted to a more auteuristic approach which earned him both critical and commercial acclaim. Numerous works of his were invited to 
international film festivals and SEOPYEONJAE opened the 1 million admissions era for Korean films for the first time in Korean cinema 
history. And now IM Kwon-taek is gearing up to present an all new aesthetics through his upcoming feature project and 102nd film REVIVRE.

Director’s Introduction 


ZHANG Lu, a third-generation Korean-Chinese film-maker, debuted with his first feature length film <Tang Poetry> (2003), and has since 
directed seven more films; developing along the way into one of the most prominent filmmakers in Asia. His films — <Grain in Ear> (2005), 
depicting the life and catastrophes of a Chinese-Korean woman, <Desert Dream> (2007), exploring the journey of a North Korean defector 
and her son in Mongolia, and <Dooman River> (2009), portraying the friendship between a defected North Korean boy and a Chinese-Ko- 
rean boy — raise complex questions on nationality, ethnicity, and borders; tracing back through modern Korean history and encompassing 
colonialism, migration, and national divisions. 


At his friend’s funeral CHO! Hyeon, a professor in Beijing encounters his old friend Chun-won with whom he had a trip to Gyeongju, a 
historical city 7 years ago. Talking over drinks with his friend, CHOI suddenly reminds of ‘Chunhwa’, an obscene painting which they saw ina 
café in Gyeongju, but which Chun-won can remember nothing about. The next day CHO! makes an impulsive decision to head to Gyeongju. 
Full of expectation, he searches the cafe only to find that the painting is no longer there, but is an attractive new lady owner Yun-hui. Disap- 
pointed CHO! wanders around the city tracing back his memory, and somehow starts to like this aimless journey as if he is possessed by this 
unfamiliar atmosphere. CHO! revisits the café without knowing that another story between him and Yun-hui is about to begin.

20-year old Deokee’s quiet small-town life gets exciting when a former university professor, Hak-kyu, moves in, running from a sexual 
harassment allegation. Mutual attraction leads the pair into a lusty affair but when the fall semester begins, Hak-kyu returns to his family 
in the city. Deokee refuses to let the relationship die, and a confrontation between them turns tragic when Hak-kyu's wife commits suicide. 
8 years later, Hak-kyu, now blind and estranged from his daughter Chungee, befriends a new neighbor : Se-jung. He gladly accpets her 
help and Hak-kyu becomes romantically attached to her, not realizing she is in fact Deokee and that she is on a quest to destroy them. Her 
plan sets off a vengeance-fuelled chain of events that ultimately sets the three bitter, angry and desperate schemers on a twisting collision 
course with each other.

AHN Byung-ki 


A rare case in Korea, AN Byung-ki has made only horror films throughout 
his career. If the <Whispering Corridors> series first showed the possi- 
bility that a Korean horror film can deal with a social issue, AN Byung- 
ki’s horror films proved that K-horror can be loved by the audience for 
being faithful to the genre itself. His debut film was <Nightmare> (2000), 
a Story of college friends who later in life get murdered one by one. He 
established a production company, Toilet Pictures, purporting to make 
only horror and thriller movies, and released a series of horror flicks such 
as <The Phone> (2002), <Bunshinsaba> (2004), and <A.P.T.> (2006). 
Feeling the limitations of Korea’s cinema market, which does not pro- 
vide sustained popularity for genre movies, AN has forayed into overseas 
markets. He also proved to be a successful producer with box office hits 
<Scandal Makers> (2008) and <Sunny> (2011), which passed 8 million 
and 7 million admissions respectively. AN has also been on the lookout 
for overseas market. American production house Imprint Entertainment 
announced a remake of his 2002 hit <The Phone>. Though the remake 
project was postponed, he made a foray into the Chinese market and left 
a significant mark with his own brand of K-horror genre. In 2002, he was 
recorded as the first Korean filmmaker who directed a film in mainland 
China with the horror <Bunshinsaba>, which borrowed the English title 
from his 2004 original work. The Chinese horror film made by the Korean 
filmmaker was the biggest success of the genre in Chinese film history, 
grossing almost USD 9.8 million. Thanks to this success, AN earned an 
opportunity to direct a sequel to the film in China. <Bunshinsaba> 2 was 
released theatrically in China in August 2013, and he also a co-produced 
director KIM Sung-soo’s action drama <Flu>.

Pounds Beauty> by KIM Yong-hwa. He co-founded Genesis Pictures with 
JUNG Tae-sung, and produced <The Wolf Returns>, a comedy starring 
HWANG Jung-min. After JUNG Tae-sung left for a position in Showbox, 
WON pulled off a huge box office success with <200 Pounds Beauty> 
by working with KM Culture. He later produced the crime thriller <Ma- 
rine Boy> and the omnibus advertising film <The Influence>, in which 
LEE Byung-hun played three roles. In 2012, he created a new model of 
film production with <Masquerade> and instigated an argument about 
the role of producers and production companies in Korea. Traditionally, 
Korean film producers have been more willing to plan and develop their 
own ideas into movies, but WON picked up the film's script, which the 
major investor-distributor CJ E&M had been developing on their own 
for a long time. During the production of the film, he proved his strength 
and know-how by casting top actors and providing stable production 
services to complete the film. As a result, the film attracted more than 
10 million viewers, becoming one of the most successful Korean films of 
all time. He was scrutinized for suggesting a new model for production 
companies, and had to confront criticism that film producers shouldn't 
succumb to the power of large conglomerates. However, there is no doubt 
that WON has made his best efforts to create a new ecosystem for Korean 
film producers to survive in the new filmmaking landscape. Currently he 
is developing his own project with director KIM Tae-yong, based on the 
popular Korean comic book <With God>.

He proceeded step by step as a film producer going through 
a lot of mainstream films, including <King and the Clown>, on which 
he worked as the head of the production team. He became the CEO of 
Dasepo Club in 2006, which was founded by his mentor veteran producer 
AHN Dong-kyu. He produced the TV series <Dasepo Girls>, based on the 
original feature film <Dasepo Naughty Girls> by E J-yong. He developed 
the story of <Secret Reunion> with AHN, and finally made a successful 
debut with the film as executive producer. He proved his talents again as a 
new generation film producer with <War of the Arrows>, the No.1 Korean 
film in 2011 that attracted more than 7.5 million viewers. JANG pumped 
out many films in 2011-2012 including <Unidentified Video Footage>, 
<5/7 Project> and <Ghost Sweepers> as an executive producer. He was 
also attached as the co-producer of <Perfect Game> and <Confession of 
Murder>, as well as being involved in the planning of <Nameless Gang- 
ster: Rules of Time>. He said in an interview with local film magazine 
“Cine21” that he is developing many items to be produced in Hollywood, 
which is his ultimate challenge as a film producer. His latest project was 
with director BANG Eun-jin, <The Way Home>, starring JEON Do-yeon 
and KO Soo.

TCHA Sung-jai 


TCHA Sung-jai contributed greatly to the quantitative and qualitative 
growth of the Korean film industry and was responsible for changing its 
production system, while he ran Uno Films Production, Sidus, and Si- 
dusFNH. After learning film production at Shincine Communications dur- 
ing the mid-1990s, he established Uno Films Production and produced 
<Millions in My Account> by KIM Sang-jin as his first film. Through 
his acquired knowhow, TCHA was able to push forward his vision and 
create a new trend in the industry. With his preference for films that have 
both popular appeal and literary sensitivity, he nurtured many creative 
directors, including HUR Jin-ho, IM Sang-soo, BONG Joon-ho, JANG 
Joon-hwan, CHO! Dong-hoon, YOO Ha, and YIM Pil-sung, who now 
represent the Korean film industry. He strategically expanded the scale 
of his production company in order to build a stable production capabil- 
ity, and made the box office hit <Memories of Murder>. In addition, he 
expanded his overseas network and induced investment from Japan and 
Hong Kong for <One Fine Spring Day>, jointly-produced <MUSA-The 
Warrior> with China, and tried joint production with Japan for Rikidozan: 
<A Here Extraordinary>. Amid the major telecom company KT’s foray into 
the content business, he merged his company with KIM Mi-hee’s Fun & 
Happiness Film to set up SidusFNH and turned it into the biggest pro- 
duction company in Korea. It was the only production house that could 
maintain a yearly lineup big enough to be continuously featured in the 
market. During the SidusFNH years, he released CHO! Dong-hoon’s <Taz- 
za: The High Rollers> and YOO Ha’s <A Dirty Carnival> among others. 
However, many films that he worked on at SidusFNH didn’t make a profit 
following the decline of the industry after 2006. He resigned from the 
company in 2009 and has worked as a professor for the Graduate School 
of Digital Image and Contents of Dongguk University. Then he founded 
Nomad Films in 2011 and presented several low budget films such as 
<Barbie> and <Code Name: Jackal> in 2012.

Korean-born producer CHOI! Miae majored in Film and Theatre at Dong- 
guk University in Seoul and earned a MA degree in Film & Theatre at 
Dongguk’s Graduate School. She has been working in Treefilm since 
2008 and has produced director JEON Kyu-whan’s ‘Town Trilogy’, includ- 
ing <Mozart Town> (2008), <Animal Town> (2009) and <Dance Town>

CHOI Yong-bae 


CHOI Yong-bae is the producer of <The Host> directed by BONG Joon 
Ho, one of the most successful Korean films in the Korean film history. 
While working at Cinema Service in the late 1990s, he increased distri- 
bution of Korean films and brought a change to the movie market that had 
been thus far dominated by foreign films. Upon establishing Chungeor- 
ahm Film in the early 2000s, he distributed almost a dozen Korean films, 
such as <Singles>, <A Tale of Two Sisters> and <A Good Lawyer's Wife> 
each year and built Chungeorahm Film as the No. 3 distributor, following 
CJ Entertainment and Cinema Service, in the industry. Once he started 
investing in movies, he focused on well-made diversity films such as <3- 
lron> by KIM Ki-duk and <Tale of Cinema> by HONG Sangsoo. He also 
ventured into production, starting with <The President's Barber>, starring 
SONG Kang-ho and <Sa-Kwa> directed by KANG Yi-kwan. But CHOI’s 
biggest achievement in recent years has been to complete his long-term 
project <26 Years>, a drama about the May 18 Gwangju massacre in 
1980. Based on the original work by comic book artist Kang Full, the 
project was one of the most-anticipated films in 2008, but the production 
was abruptly suspended. Despite enduring six years without finding any 
investors during the conservative government's regime, CHO! didn't give 
up the project. Instead, he found a new investment model in crowd fund- 
ing. <26 Years> was the first Korean film that made a breakthrough with 
this new investment platform, with more than 15,000 participants funding 
USD 700,000 which was a significant portion itself, and became a driving 
force for the rest of the funding. Released during the presidential election 
period, the film became a surprise and historic hit by drawing in almost 
three million viewers. He is working on both the Korean sequel and the 
Chinese remake of <The Host> at the moment.

Stanley KWAK is the CEO of Korea's premier indie film distributor Indie- 
story. As acore member of the non-profit group Cinematheuque Seoul Art 
Cinema in the early-1990s, KWAK helped give birth to the culture of cine- 
philes in Korea and kept introducing foreign-made masterpieces that had 
not found a path to Korea. His company, Indiestory, which he established 
in the late-1990s, was responsible for introducing Korean indie films to 
foreign markets and managed their copyrights on other media platforms 
such as TV and Internet portals. Since the mid-2000s, he has produced 
digital omnibus feature film projects and HD feature films. He also dis- 
tributed the documentary <Old Partner>, which attracted three million 
viewers. In 2010, he introduced the innovative indie sitcom <Read My 
Lips> on the internet. Originally adapted from director YOON Sung-ho’s 
indie feature of the same name, the internet-sitcom was also developed 
into a TV series which was aired through local cable network MBC Plus 
Media in 2012. KWAK has been attached to various film projects includ- 
ing <The King of Pigs>, <Penny Pinchers> and <Come, Closer>. In 2013, 
Indiestory produced <My Dear Girl, Jin-young>, an extended feature 
romantic comedy of a short film and currently new sports documentary 
<Strangers on the Field> is under post production. Until now, Indiestory 
is still the most influential indie feature film and documentary distributor 
in Korea. The company is in charge of the international distribution of 
director O Muel'’s <Jiseul>, the recipient of World Cinema Dramatic Grand 
Jury Prize at the 2013 Sundance Film Festival.

In 2013, YOU saw suc- 
cess with the SONG Kang-ho led <The Face Reader>, <Secretly Greatly>, 
and director JANG Joon-hwan’s action thriller <HWAY!: A Monster Boy>.

As the developer of <200 Pounds Beauty> and an executive director at 
Showbox, JEONG Tae-sung led the production of many films such as 
<Welcome to Dongmakgol>, <D-Wars> and <The Host>. As his ability to 
speak fluent English, Chinese, and Japanese, he was particularly suited 
for overseas business that subsequently led him to expand the overseas 
operations of Showbox. During the mid-1990s, he led the establishment 
of Dongsoong Art Center, an art film theatre.

JEONG then joined CJ E&M's 
Film Division as the president of International Sales and Distribution and 
finally was appointed as the Head of the Film Division in June 2012. 
During the later-half of the year, he made the company management run 
smoothly with the remarkable success of films released in that time such 
as <Deranged>, <A Werewolf Boy>, and <Masquerade>, which crossed 
the 10 million admissions mark. As the head of the company, JEONG’s 
main goal is to raise the percentage of international business up to 50% 
by 2017.
